SecrioN 1. That Eli B. Ames and Harley H. Hop-
kins, of Hennepin county, and Isaac Lincoln, of Scott
Gommbilones o 5unty, are hereby appointed commissioners to survey,
whatporpose.  locate and establish a State road commencing at Min-
neapolis, in Hennepin county, and running thence by
the way of the north shore of Lake Calhoun, thence *
across Minnehaha Creek, in 'section twenty, town one
bundred and seventeen, in range twenty-one, thence
by way of a point at or near the southwest corner of
section twenty-seven, town one hundred and seventeen,
of range twenty-two, thence by way of Murphy’s ferry
to Shakopee, in Scott county. .
Powerto Sko. 2. If any of said commissioners shall, from
Fabstitutes. dny cause, fail or be unable to perform the duties pre-
scribed by this act, he shall have the power to appoint
a substitute. -
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Seo. 8. It shall be the duty of said commissioners, Then €2 vhers
and they or a majority of them, shall have the power *
to meet at Minneapolis, aforesaid, on the first Monday
of March next, or as soon therenﬂ'.er as practicable,
and proceed to the discharge of their duties under
and carry out the provisions and objects of this act.

plete, and the supervisors of the several towns through
which said road shall pass, shall cuuse to be opened
and worked so much of said rond as lies in their re-
spective towns, upon being notified by the county au-
ditor of the proper couuty, that such plat has been .
